Reach Accord 
On New Name 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland 一 
Olympic officials _ from Taiwan 
Signed an agreement at the head- 
quarters of the International 
Oljyimpic” Comrriittee March 23 
accepting a change of theirOlyra- 
pic committee name，ending two 
years of litigation and bickering. 

Under the agreeIment，Taipei 
officials _ accepted a new name 
“Chinese Taipei Olympic Commit- 
tee”instead of Republic of Chi- 
na Olympic Committee”to parti- 
cipate in future Olympic games: 
They also accepted a new Olym- 
pic committee flag and a new 
eimblem . 

Taiwan had been part of the 
Olympic movement under the na- 
me Republic of China until 1979. 
Athletes from Beijing refused to 
coime into the Olympics while 
Taiwan Was Iecognijzed in this 
way by the IOC. 

The new agreemeft will allow 
Chinese athletes from Taiwan and 
the mainland to participate in the

The San Francisco Bay Area notonly has the largest 
Chinese American population in the United States: 
also boasts the greatest number of avid Chinese film 
fans this Side of the Pacific Ocean.

Since most producers of Hong Kong and Taiwan 
flms have catered to the market's demand for kung- 
fu，Sword-fght and sexploitation flms， there are not 
too many flms that we can recommend. Since 1965， 
China had been engulfed in the so-called Cultural 
Revolution which devastated the flm industry、Chi- 
neseflmsthat East/Westhas recommended in the past， 
Such as 77je 世态 Fa11az1y Sop，7Pe Opiza. Jr and 
7Tjpe Naval Batte of 1894，were made some 20 years 
ago. Many people in the community would likKke to see 
the newer flms made in China, as well as Some fine 
old flms which have not been available for a long 
tlme. 

Therefore we welcome the Chinese Film Festival， 
Sponsored by the San Francisco International Film 
Festival and the Chinese Culture Center，coming to 
the Gateway Theater from March 27 through April 2. 

We know the seating capacity of the theater is lim- 
ited and the showing time of a particular flm may not 
be convenient for the working public， We hope the 
community theaters will be able to schedule some of 
the major flms in their regular run:

“The criteria to qualify for our 
tax service,”continued Yeung;, “is 
that youre from a low income 
bracket 一 less than $14,000 per 
family or $7,000 per single 
individual.”

make an appointment prior to 
Using the service.

Japan Plays Host to 47 


Special Visitors from China 


ByTODD CARREL 


TOKYO 一 In one of the more 
intriguing chapters of Sino-Japa- 
nese relations，Japan has Just fin- 
ished playing host to 47 visitors 
With very Special backgrounds. 

Walking around Tokyo's Olym- 
pic Memorial Youth Center last 
week, the visitors chatted with one 
another im animated Chinese with 
their thick northern accents. They 
gestured broadly as they spoke. 
The women wore Chinese working 
clothes.， TIThe men dressed in 
baggy，made-in-China Western 
Suits. 

HAIR 

Alil Sported Chinese haircuts 一 
the men with short hair on the 
sides and thick tufts of longer hair 
cut Squarely on the _ top; the 
women with their halir bobbed 
in Short, functional cuts. 

They are Chinese in every way. 
Every way except blood. 

These 47 men and women, now 
in their late 30s and early 40S，are 
the Sons and daughters of Japa- 
nese parents， They were left in 
nertheastern China as infants 
during a period the Japanese now 
refer to as“the confusion after the 
waI.”Most were nevyer aware of 
thelir Japanese heritage _ until re- 
cently. 

They came to Japan hoping to 
fnd their“fesh relatives,”as the 
Japanese Say. Half-way through 
their two-week stay，15 of the 47 
had succeeded. 

KIN 

As a_ Japanese spokesman Said， 
the 13 had been“positively identi- 
fied” and reunited with their Japa- 
nese kin: He added that those who 
had failed to track down their rela- 
tives here were “crestfallen and 
pessimistic,” but that regardless of 
their success or failure，all of the 
group members from China had 
“shown a deep love for their 
mother country” 一 Japan. 

One of those who succeeded in 
fnding his relatives in Japan is a 
40-year-old worker from Heilong- 
jiang Province. When asked his 
name，the man pulled his name 
card trom his lapel，and haltingly 
copied down the Japanese letters 
for“Masu.” 

He had just returned from an 
emotional，one-and-a-half-day re- 
union with his father，a farmer 
who lives in northern Japan. 

Asked what he and his father 
talked about，his eyes reddened 
and he explained there was simply 
too little time to talk about all that 
had happened. 

Masu said that he first learned 
he was Japanese SIX years ago0. He 
said he wasn't Sure how to take the 
news at first，but gradually ac- 
cepted it as true and began the 
long process of locating his real 
father. 

In China，he said，he wasn't 
motivated to study about Japan， 

CHANGED 

“TI didn't want to know too 
much,” he said. “But now，all 
that's changed. 工 lL make plans to 
study when I get back to China.” 

Masu，who speaks no Japanese， 
.Said he's aiming to bring over his 
Chinese wife and three children 
because “life will be better in 
Japan.” 

One of those who failed to find 
relatives in Japan was 40-yeafr-old 
Li Donglin，a_ high school physics 
teacher also from Heilongjiang. L! 
said that despite his failure, “II 
continue Searching.” 

He first learned he was Japanese 
whben his adopted Chinese mother 


told him almost 20 years ago. The 
news came as 3a Shock，he said. 
Years later;， after the renewal of 
Sino-Japanese diplomatic rela- 
tions，he began writing letters at- 
tempting to track down his real 
parents. 

Last week，after his search in 
Tokyo proved fruitless，he said he 
was unsure of his fate. Like most 
of those in the group，he said he 
was enamored of the idea of bring- 
ing his family to Japan and estab- 
lishing a…richer life with a brighter 
future.”

“It"d be hard to fit them into this 
Society,” he Said.“None of them 
Speak Japanese They dont 
understand Japan.” 

Hirabayashi Shigeto，a SpOokes- 
man for Japan's Health and Wel- 
fare Ministry, salid the group':s visit 
was conceived as an“opportunity 
to meet relatives, ”not necessarily 
as ameans for the men and women 
from China to relocate in Japan. 

After years of letter-writing 


campaigns by the parents in Japan 
and their children in China，the 
two _ governments worked out a 
plan to reunite them. Japan's Min- 
lsStry of Health and Welfare agreed 
to pay all the expenses for the 
grIOUP'S visit. 

The Ministry Spokesman said 
the returning Japanese would be 
permitted to stay in Japan if they 
could win approval from the Chi- 
nese Slide. But Some “war 
orphans”from China insisted that 
the Chinese government clearly 
acknowledges that they are Japa- 
nese-blooded，and would allow 
them to be repatriated to Japan. 
And that the problemi is with Japa- 
nese authorities， 

Whatever the fate of these“war 
orphans ， from China, ”the 
Japanese press is having a field day

packed with emotionalism have

SADNESS 

One writer described the 
sadness of hearing parents apolo- 
glze to their newfound children， 
and went on to explain that the 
threat of death from disease and 
starvation after the. war left the 
parents with no other choice but to 
leave their children. 

The outpouring of sympathy 
and extensive media coverage has 
been partly fired by guilt from the 
war, nostalgia from the old days in 
Manchuria, and a longing to estab- 
lish closer cultural ties with China: 

It now seems guaranteed that 
the issue will not end here. 

The Japanese government has 
already laid plans for a second 
group of 600“war orphans”to“re- 
turn home”from China and seek 
out their relatives，That group
